willing to sell us a quantity of the tokens at a pre- 
mium over face value, and they consented. How- 
ever, the supply we received (175 of them) will prob- 
ably be about the only ones that will ever find their 
way to collectors. The little ferry is water-propelled, 
the only water-propelled ferry in Alaska, and it is 
chiefly used by fishermen. The tokens sell for $1.00 
up there, and 3,000 were struck. Of course when 
the river freezes in the Fall, the ferry stops running. 
It is only a summer operation. We believe we were 
especially fortunate to get these large and very at- 
tractive tokens for N.I.S. members.

Five years ago we learned about the first token for 
the Russian River Ferry, and the proprietor remem- 
bered us when he ordered a new type, and wrote to 
Mr. Coffee about it. He didnt want to be bothered 
selling any during the summer season, but once the 
season was over he sent a supply to our New Issue 
Service. We do not know the reason for the stamped 
numbers on the tokens. The boat shown on the to- 
ken is the “Kenai Queen II,” rather an elaborate 
name for a very simple boat. The owner says his 
ferry is “the only water-propelled ferry in opera- 
tion in the State of Alaska.”’ He adds that “we are 
under Coast Guard jurisdiction, as the Kenai is a 
navigable river, and only licensed skippers operate 
our ferry. It is used for about four months a year 
(May through September) and carries 12 passen- 
gers at a time from the west (Kenai) side of the river 
to the east (Russian) side. This is where the two riv- 
ers come together, and where the red (sock-eye) 
salmon rest before going up the Russian river to 
spawn. It is the largest sport fishery in the state, 
and restricted to fly fishing only.”

We are back in Anchorage, Alaska, after a two-day 
trip with Doug Williams (AKA J.D. Williams) to Homer, 
a small town nestled on the tip of the Kenai Penin- 
sula south of Anchorage. The temperature is a mild 
73. Midway on our trip was Cooper Landing, tucked 
in a valley at the confluence of the Kenai and Rus- 
sian Rivers. On either side of the valley steep moun- 
tains rise, with snow patches pasted in the depres- 
sions below the summits. Often Dall Sheep can be 
seen with the aid of binoculars, ranging the steep 
rocky crags of the mountains to the west. 


Cooper Landing is the home of Alaska tokens 190 
A and B. The 190 A is obsolete, but B is used on a 
ferry which takes fishermen across the Kenai River 
just below the entrance of the Russian River. The 
only motive power of the ferry is the fast moving 
current of the river itself: The ferry, a small barge, 
is attached by lines with pulleys to two cables an- 
chored on each side of the river. To move the barge 
across, it is maneuvered at an angle so that the cur- 
rent strikes it keel and pushes it across much as the 
wind pushes a sailboat, an economical but efficient 
motive power. 


Just off the highway at Cooper Landing is 
Sportsmans Lodge, currently owned by Slim Towne, 
who also operates the ferry, the local store and a 
cafe. Over a cup of coffee we talked to Slim and 
gleaned a bit of information on the history of the 
place. 


The original lodge was built in the early 1930’ 
across the river from the road and attainable only 
by ferry. Mr. Towne claims the first ferry token used 
was a pot metal token with the inscription “Henton’s 
Lodge Good For One Drink.” He has one of the 
tokens mounted in a glass-covered plaque along with 
AK 190 A and B. 


In the early 19408 a fire destroyed part of the lodge 
and the remaining building was moved across the 
river next to the highway and is now a bar and pool 
room to which the cafe was added, where you can 
sit at a table with checkered table-cloth and watch 
the Kenai River rush by.

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The original order of AK 190 B was for 3,000 con- 
secutively numbered tokens, but 3,200 were actu- 
ally delivered. A second order, presumably for 3,000 
tokens, was placed after a fire blackened and dis- 
torted the tokens remaining on hand. The second 
order apparently continued the consecutive num- 
bering as we saw numbers over 4000 and none of 
the new order under 3000. 


We managed to buy a few of the latest issue as well 
as a couple of the burnt ones that were not too badly 
damaged. We inquired about AK 190 A and found 
that Mr. Towne had three of them, which he would 
not part with. 


Cooper Landing is a charming and typically Alas- 
kan village and we hope it lives on without change. 


Fare Box, January 1980. 
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Bud Carmichael visited Cooper Landing, Alaska last 
summer (see his article on page 101 of the August 
1979 FB) and brought back some examples of the 
new listing thinking he had the 190 B. George 
Haynes obtained one of his duplicates and noted 
the date 1977 and phoned to alert me about the 
new issue. The New Issue Service was able to ob- 
tain a supply for its regular members only. Nicolosi 
reports the lowest numbered token was 2778, the 
high 5116, so we are not sure of the quantity struck. 
The Freiberg file shows that 3,000 were struck of 
190 A and 2,600 of 190 B and numbered. The mint- 
age of 3.200 mentioned in the Carmichael article 
may figure for 190 C. Carmichael covered the his- 
torical background in his 8/79 article.

Cooper Landing, AK 190 D is identical to the listed 
190 C except for one word on the reverse: Return 
Trip instead of One Trip. Also the new listing lacks 
a reeded edge. The owner has promised to sell a 
supply to the New Issue Service. Paul Lovett re- 
ports that 190 B and 190 C are still available from 
the source. The owner closes down the ferry during 
the winter.

Nenana News, January 17, 1919. 

Ed Willis, who arrived here yesterday afternoon, is 
visiting Nenana for the first time in many years, and 
stated this morning that he was very much surprised 
to find such a large town here. He is very favorably 
impressed with the looks of Nenana, which, he says, 
is so utterly different from the usual mining towns. 


Mr. Willis, who has been in business at Long City 
(B-2), in the Ruby district for the past four years, is 
on his way Outside to replenish his stock of goods 
and expects to return on the first boat in the spring. 
He will take the Broad Pass trail provided he can 
get transportation on the train for his horse. The 
horse has been his faithful servant and friend for 
many years, and Mr. Willis is taking him Outside 
and will place him in a pasture for the rest of his 


life. 


The Ruby district has suffered from a shortage of 
labor, due to many going Outside, and the high cost 
of materials and supplies, Mr. Willis said, and he 
thinks next summer conditions will improve wonder- 
fully and Ruby will again be booming.

Ziegler Oil Comes to Life for Visitor 

Forgetting a photograph taken of yourself over 30 
years ago, and walking into the Baranof Hotel Gold 
Room to find that same picture done in oils on 16 
square feet of wall, is a strange experience enjoyed 
today by big game guide Fred Henton. 


The painting in question is the Ziegler oil showing 
men wading a supply loaded boat up an icy torrent 
with a man on horseback leading the way on into 
the mountains. 


The picture was taken in 1913 of a mining supply 
outfit going up Tuttle Creek towards Ear Mountain 
on the Arctic side of the Seward Peninsula. The man 
on horseback, Henton, recognized himself 


Henton and his partner, Teddy Winfield, located the 
first Alaska tin strike on the arctic side in 1910. At 
the time the picture was taken, Henton was leading 
a party of English tin people into the diggings. 


The prospect was too small to satisfy the English- 
men, but carried values for a small operation. After 
the World War the property was nearly forgotten. It 
is now owned by the Lomen Brothers, who hope to 
develop it. 


Henton, a member of the Explorer’s Club, one time 
dog musher for the famed Stefansson, and one of 
Alaska’s best known big game guides... 


Seward Daily Gateway, December 24, 1929. 
Interior Unknown of Kodiak Island To Be Investi- 
gated. 

The unknown defiles of interior Kodiak Island will 
be fairly well investigated nest season, according 


to the plan of Sid Olds and Fred Henton, who are 
organizing horse-back and pack animal trips for 
bear hunters. They propose to give the visiting sports- 
men an excellent chance at the Kodiak mammoths 
as well as a scenic treat in one of the most beautiful 
portions of Alaska. 


Sid Olds is a cattle rancher at Middle Bay, a few 
miles South of Kodiak where he has lost a number 
of head thru the depredations of the bear. He is 
one of the most experienced bear hunters and guides 
in the Territories and formerly worked for Alaska 
Guides, Inc. of Anchorage. Mr. Henton handles 
horses for drayage and logging operations but has 
made several pack-horse trips along the main range 
of Kodiak where bears range unmolested and from 
whence come weird stories of the finest grazing 
lands of all the Northern country where grass grows 
over a man’s head and where it becomes a game of 
hide and seek between humans and bruins. 


Olds and Henton are already engaged in negotia- 
tions with Outside parties for trips next summer. 
Taken in conjunction with the activities of the Kodiak 
Guides, Inc. It seems that the stockholders may not 
have to worry about the safety of their sheep and 
cattle if enough guns get banging around whether 
the government protects the bear or not, local ar- 
rivals say. These expeditions now forming are de- 
clared to be positively annoying to Br’er Bear, but 
they are certainly “duck soup” for the cattlemen.

Henton to Open Hunting Camp 

Fred Henton, one of the oldest registered guides in 
Alaska and for 37 years a hunter of all kinds of 
game throughout the Territory, this week announced 
that he is going to open a big game hunting camp 
on the Kenai peninsula. Opening is set for about 
September 1, and arrangements are being made with 
Star Air Lines and Woodley planes for service to 
and from the camp. 


Moose and bear will be the principal game sought 
and although outside hunters will be lacking be- 
cause of transportation restrictions, Henton said the 
government has approved of hunting by residents 
of Alaska, especially where meat can be utilized.

Mr. and Mrs. Henton, former residents and prop- 
erty owners here, arrived this week from Seward, 
where they operate the Van Gilder hotel, to spend a 
few days on business and visiting friends.

Fred Henton left Kodiak for Homer this week after 
tending to business details here in connection with 
his property. He and Mrs. Henton are now building 
a series of lodges in the Kenai country, and Mr. 
Henton, a licensed guide, is offering game and fish- 
ing trips.

NEW GOLD TOKEN 


I purchased some gold from Hoosier Creek in the Ram- 
part Mining District. Hoosier Creek has not been mined 
for years. This gold comes from an old Fairbanks fam- 
ily that currently mines on Omega Creek. 


This is the first time I have used my octagonal disc 
cutters fora 1 DWT token. Because of the shape, these 
are thinner than my round 1 DWT tokens. These are 
about .45mm thick, while the round 1 DWT tokens range 
from .Smm to .6 mm, depending on purity. It is also the 
first use of my Alaska map punch on my tokens. The 
pick and shovel on the obverse and the map on the 
reverse compete for metal, and the pick and shovel won. 
The map is a little incomplete because the metal flowed 
into the pick handle. 


Specific gravity indicates a 
purity higher than 91%. Some 
sources place it at about .960 
fine. I made 18 of these tokens. 
work of making octagonal tokens, and the high purity, 
these are priced higher than my round 1 DWT tokens. 
These are $145 each, postpaid.

I have made 2023 1 DWT gold and 1/10 oz. silver to- 
kens for JudyJudyGold. These tokens feature my new 
Alaska map punch! This punch will be getting a work- 
out on new dies in the future. 


I have also made 1/4 oz. ingots 
(shown enlarged). 


The gold in the tokens and ingot is from Mammoth Creek 
in the Circle Mining District.

Egan Names New S.E. Ferryboat 

Juneau - Gov. William A. Egan said Wednesday the 
new state ferry will start operating next year be- 
tween Kodiak Island and the mainland will be named 
Tustumena. 


In selecting the name, Egan carried out the theme 
started when three ferries on the Southeast marine 
highway were named after Alaskan glaciers.

Tustumena Lake, which lies approximately 45 miles 
southeast of Kenai.

The Carnegie Hero Fund was instituted by Andrew 
Carnegie in 1904. It was awarded to people in the United 
States and Canada “who risk death or serious physical 
injury to an extraordinary degree saving or attempting 
to save the lives of others.” This was prompted by the 
tragedy of the Allegheny Coal Co. mine disaster in 
Harwick, Pennsylvania. Two awards were made for 
heroic actions in this disaster. Since 1904, over 10,000 
awards have been made. 


From carnegiehero.org: 

“Early medals awarded by the Commission were 
struck in bronze, silver and gold, with distinction of 
medal grade contingent on the Commission 8 assess- 
ment of the heroic act being recognized. Changes 
in awarding policies over the years precluded the 
issuance of gold medals to individuals, and by 1981 
the issuance of silver medals was discontinued. Nine- 
teen gold medals had been awarded to individuals, 
the last being Charles L. Coe, 30, or Burkburnett, 
Texas, who died in a fire rescue act in 1923. The 
last of the 617 silver medals went to Brian Mervyn 
Clegg and Robert Stephen Grant for their rescue of 
three individuals from exposure in a downed air- 
plane in Lake of the Woods, Kenora, Ont. in 1979. 


“The design of the medal went untouched for the 
first 100 years of its existence. The Commissions 
centennial in 2004 prompted a design review, re- 
sulting in subtle changes. Notably, medals awarded 
in the centennial year carried a banner across the

base of the obverse: 1904 - One Hundred Years - 
2004, and the bust of Andrew Carnegie was modi- 
fied by sculptor Luigi Badia of Somers, N.Y. On 
the reverse, the seal of Newfoundland - the colony 
having become a province of Canada in 1949 - was 
dropped, and detail work in the flora was simpli- 
fied to make the elements more recognizable.” 


E. Caldwell & Co. of Philadelphia manufactured the 
medal from 1905 to 1990. It was designed by Charles 
Osborne and modeled by Charles F Hamann. The ob- 
verse features a bust of Andrew Carnegie and the leg- 
end “Carnegie Hero Fund” above and “Established April 
15", 1904” below. The reverse has the legend “Greater 
Love Hath No Man Than This, That a Man Lay Down 
His Life for His Friends.” A map of North America 
underlies three emblems representing the United States, 
Canada and Newfoundland, and a plaque for engrav- 
ing. The medal is 3 inches in diameter. 


In 1990, Simons and Co. began supplying the medals 
directly after being subcontracted by J.E. Caldwell for 
the striking process. In 2012, Simons Brothers Co. of 
Philadelphia started manufacturing the medals. The 
medal is currently made by Medalcraft Mint of Green 
Bay, Wisconsin. 


So far, 35 people in Alaska have been awarded the 
Carnegie Hero Medal. 


CARNEGIE MEDAL, cont.

- The Carnegie Hero Fund Com- 
mission today awarded a bronze medal to Mrs. 
Catherine L Coppock, 34, Cooper Landing, Alaska, 
for her heroic attempts to save a child from the fro- 
zen Kenai river.

Catherine L Coppock, 31, housewife, attempted to 
save Sherman C. Smith, III, 3, from drowning, Coo- 
per Landing, Alaska, February 17, 1954. Sherman 
who with two girls wandered onto the ice covering 
the Kenai River, playfully ran to the edge of an open- 
ing 50 feet wide in the ice. A projection of thin ice 
broke off beneath him; and he dropped into the 
water eight feet deep. Attracted by the screams of 
the girls, Mrs. Coppock descended a flight of steps 
to the ice and ran 330 feet to the opening. She 
dropped prone and drew herself along a narrow 
projection of thin ice extending eight feet into the 
water. Unable to reach Sherman, she crawled far- 
ther outward on the projection, which suddenly 
broke off: Mrs. Coppock fell fully clothed into the 
water and swam eight feet to Sherman, who was 
inert. She got hold of Sherman, towed him to the 
edge of the opening, and lifted him out of the water. 
Ice repeatedly broke off as Mrs. Coppock attempted 
to climb from the opening. With great effort she 
finally swung one leg onto the ice and drew herself 
from the water. Her bare, clenched hands were stiff 
from the cold. She struggled to her feet holding 
Sherman and ran to the bank, her waterlogged 
clothing rapidly freezing. A woman relieved her of 
Sherman and carried him indoors, followed by Mrs. 
Coppock and the girls. They removed Shermans fro- 
zen Clothing. He was given artificial respiration for 
an extended period but could not be revived. Mrs. 
Coppock was badly numbed and suffered from 
shock but recovered.

The federal bureau of investigation here revealed Mon- 
day that the bodies of Harold W. Griffin, 45, prominent 
businessman, and Martin Ernestus, 42, fisherman and 
cannery worker, were found Saturday under mysteri- 
ous circumstances near the Willow Tree Inn two miles 
from Dillingham.

READER’S FEEDBACK 
ROMIE’S PLACE 


Last month we reported on a Romie’s Place token sell- 
ing on eBay. Since it is not pictured in Benice, I asked 
if this brass token was similar (from the same dies) as 
the listed aluminum token. 


Ron Benice comments: 

The Romie’ Place tokens are mavericks. Neither Kay 
McDowell, Kaye Dethridge nor I listed them initially. 
I got the listing from Nick Nickell with minimal de- 
scription in brass and have a note in early 1988 
that Kaye got the token from Nick. Through directo- 
ries I found a plausible candidate for “Romie” in 
Sitka. Based on the provenance and the name match 
I listed it in the second edition. When I finally saw a 
good image in Holabird, I changed to aluminum in 
the description in the new edition. In hindsight, I 
should have commented that they have also been 
reported in brass or even better that both metals 
exist. My opinion today is that there are at least two 
different Romie’ Place tokens, that they are maver- 
ick and there is a reasonable chance that one or 
more of them are from Sitka. 


J.D. Williams has these comments: 

Back in the 1990s Kaye Dethridge questioned as to 
whether the brass Romies Place was from Sitka as 
in all his years collecting he did not have one in his 
collection, although a brass Romie’ Place did turn 
up in the collection of another Southeast Alaska 
collector in the 1990s. However, by 2015, Kaye's 
thinking had apparently changed as in an eBay list- 
ing in February he stated: “21mm brass token good 
for 5¢ in trade at Romie’ Place, Sitka, Alaska. This 
token is listed as aluminum, but of those I have seen, 
all have been brass.” The brass Romies Place 5 
cent token was first listed by Benice in 1994 in the 
second edition of his catalog. In his third edition in 
2008 Benice changed, without comment, the com- 
position of the token to aluminum. 


The white metal (aluminum?) 5 cent Romies Place 
sold in the April 2006 Holabird Americana auction 
has a dot with arrow heads above and below Romie’ 
Place on the obverse and a large cent sign on the 
reverse. It appears to have been struck with the same 
dies as the brass five cent Romie’ Place sold in the 
2012 Holabird-Kagin sale. The brass five cent 
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Romie’s Place sold on October 20, 2022 on eBay 
has a pierced center, and has diamonds and dots 
above and below Romie’s Place and a small cent 
sign on the reverse. 


Shown enlarged above is the “white metal” token from 
the 2006 Holabird sale, and the brass from the October 
eBay sale. 


In addition to the characteristics that J.D. Williams notes 
(and may be hard to see in these illustrations), the place- 
ment of the apostrophe and the S (’S) is also clearly 
different. 


And then there is the unlisted 25¢ (2015, PR $52.50). 


Tokencatalog.com does not have a listing for Romie’s 
Place, although there are other tokens from other states 
with the name Romie.
